Regina, Nov. 27.—In passing 
a resolution for a national plan 
for marketing grain through a 
body similar to the’ Canadian 
wheat board at the annual meet- 
ing of the shareholders of the 
Saskatchewan Co-operative Ele- 
vator company here yesterday, 
some criticism was leveled at the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange.

Better Cream—Better Butter— 
Better Pay 


It has long been a complaint 
amongst farmers that in selling 
butter, good butter cannot be 
sold for any higher price than 
poor butter. There is no law to 
compel storekeepers to grade 
butter. 

Good cream makes good butter 
and poor cream poor butter, all 
other things being equal. Under 
the law lately passed by the leg- 
islature of Alberta, the farmer 
who takes care of his cream and 
sells it in good condition receives 
his reward. By this law, cream 
which contains up to four-tenths 
of one per cent acidity at cream 
stations and up to five tenths of 
one per cent, at creamery grades 
No. 1, while any cream which is 
bitter, stale, musty, metallic or 
otherwise unclean in flavor and 
contains greater than the above 
amounts of acidity, grades No. 2 
Here then !s where an old griev- 
ance is done away with.—Coro- 
nation Review.
